“I look forward to the oppor­ 
tunity to continue working w ith 
Operation Action, so that I may 
keep closely in touch with the 
economic and educational de­ 
velopments of this area,” he 
said.

Ohio, there was light 
looting and several attacks on 
whita men including four news­ 
men, by Negroes in a confused 
outbreak. 


At least three fires were set 
by Molotov cocktails but dam­ 
age was reported light.

But in Watts, the heavily pop» 
nlated Negro district of Los An* 
geies where a destructive riot 
broke out in IMS, a spectacular 
fire at a cleaning fluid plant 
became die aite of a new dis­ 
turbance. 


The roaring flames drew a 
crowd estimated at 500 persons. 
Several fights broke out and 
rocks and bottles were thrown 
at police. Some 100 officers 
were sent to the scene and the 
crowd was brought under con­ 
trol shortly after midnight.

Rusk Asks End 
To Arab-lsraeli 
Rearming Race 


LUXEMBOURG (AP> - Sec- 


retafy of State Dean Rusk 
called today for a joint attempt 
with the Soviet Union to avert a 
new arms race in the Middle 
East, 


Rusk, speaking to the foreign 
ministers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, stressed 
that one of the major blocks to 
a permanent solution cf the 
Arab-lsraeli feud was the “spi­ 
ralling arms deliveries in the 
area.” 


The secretary of state was 
speaking in a secret session as 
he and his colleagues reviewed 
the international scene. A sum­ 
mary of his speech was report­ 
ed teter by American officials. 


Rusk said that it might be de­ 
sirable to “bend efforts’* to­ 
ward disarmament in the Mid- 
die East area.

arms, Rusk suggested that the 
Russians might also be interest­ 
ed in scaling down conventional 
arms deliveries in the Middle 
East.

A 1963 trial jur>* awarded 
Butts $3,060,000, but a federal 
jury reduced that to $460,000. 
The decision was appealed by 
the Post.
